of the most thrilling ar.d astor.ishir.fr things in 
human history. 
It has not produced a single 


first-class novel or poem. 
Buffalo Bill's Wild 


West show, perhaps, is the nearest thing to a 
work of art tho western movement produced. 


Of late, there seems to have dawned in this 


country a certain consciousness of its literary 
poverty. 
Critics toll us that we are having a lit- 


erary awakening. Xo doubt, the great vogue of 
historical pageants Is a part of this awakening.
